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READY  FOR  THE  SEVENTIES 


A View  Of  The  College  In  Its  Fifty-Ninth  Year

( The  following  address  was  presented 
by  Dr.  Ferry  at  the  opening  Convoca- 
tion on  Sunday  evening,  September 
28.) 

OUR  AMERICAN  DEMOCRACY 
is  now  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
three  years  old,  and  this  College, 
opening  its  fifty-ninth  year,  ex- 
tends its  life  span  over  almost  one 
third  of  that  period.  Our  student 
body  this  year  is  the  largest  it  has 
ever  been,  five  hundred  and  forty- 
six  students  as  compared  with  five 
hundred  and  four  last  year.  Already 
we  have  spent  days  together  — fac- 
ulty, senior  leaders,  and  freshmen 
— taking  part  in  orientation  and 
counseling  approaches  so  that  all 
students  may  make  more  sense  out 
of  their  days  here  than  ever  before. 
It  has  been  an  exciting  time  for 
most  of  us  who  are  so  involved,  and 
I think  classes  will  soon  make  an 
exciting  time  for  all  of  you. 

There  is  much  that  is  new  just 
ahead  of  us.  Faculty-student  teams 
last  year  redesigned  the  calendar, 
the  course  pattern,  social  regula- 
tions — all  are  new  in  this  fifty- 
ninth  year.  There  are  certain  to  be 
bugs  and  flaws  in  some  of  the 
things  we  have  created.  It  is  up 
to  all  of  us  to  make  good  ideas  work 
and  to  alter  the  others  carefully 
as  full  investigation  shows  that 
they  need  change. 


Looking  back,  I wonder  if  for 
some  years  we  have  not  been  a little 
ahead  of  our  time.  Early  in  1961 
we  took  an  unusual  step  for  that 
period.  We  brought  onto  our  newly 
formed  Board  of  Trustees  four 
members  who  were  under  thirty 
years  of  age.  Thus  nine  years  ago 
we  preceded  the  growing  trend  to 
have  youth  represented  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Moreover,  there 
has  been  much  student  participa- 
tion in  the  governance  of  Pine 
Manor  through  the  years.  Long  ago, 
over  a dozen  years  ago,  students  be- 
came involved  with  academic  policy 
via  the  Student  Committee  on 
Academic  Affairs.  Students  now 
serve  on  most  key  committees  of 
the  College  — College  Life  Commit- 
tee, Academic  Council,  College 
Council,  Admissions  Advisory  Com- 
mittee — and  they  play  an  impor- 
tant role  in  some  of  the  pro  tern 
committees  with  specific  jobs  to  do, 
such  as  the  Commission  we  set  up 
to  consider  the  in  loco  parentis 
concept.  We  have  moved  ahead  of 
crises,  negating  the  need  for  and 
the  fact  of  student  unrest. 

I THINK  THE  KEY  TO  OUR 
MOVES  has  been  concern  for  jus- 
tice. As  I read  the  national  news 
I wonder  if  in  many  academic 
institutions  justice  has  not  become 


a one-way  street.  There  seems  to 
be  due  process  for  students  but  too 
often  on  other  campuses  there  seem 
to  be  guerilla  warfare  and  summary 
hardship  for  faculty  members  and 
administrative  officers. 

I am  deeply  concerned  about  a 
national  student  trend,  not  here,  but 
elsewhere,  to  condemn  and  to 
attempt  to  destroy  colleges  for  the 
apparent  reason  that  the  nation  has 
ills.  According  to  a recent  Ameri- 
can Council  on  Education  report 
on  campus  disruption  this  past 
year,  “The  academic  community 
has  traditionally  been  an  important 
source  of  social  criticism  and  only 
some  of  the  issues  — perhaps  not 
the  most  important  ones  — fall 
within  the  reach  of  campus  officials. 
Issues  such  as  national  military 
policy,  national  priorities,  and 
racial  injustice,  for  example,  will 
continue  to  provide  a basis  for 
concern  among  many  members  of 
the  academic  community,  indepen- 
dent of  any  changes  in  institution 
policy  that  might  occur.”1  I am  also 
concerned  that  because  colleges 
have  a regard  for  the  rights  of  all 
and  are  slow  to  penalize  offend- 
ers, because  they  are  important 
forces  in  the  nation  and  so  of  con- 
cern to  many,  and  because  they  are 
extremely  vulnerable,  being  not  just 
buildings  but  strongholds  of  ideas, 
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troubling  them  gets  immediate  and 
wide  attention  in  the  national 
media.  They  and  their  people  are 
subjected  to  unreasonable  harass- 
ment which  may  well  lead  to  legisla- 
tion to  restrict  the  very  freedom 
which  gives  them  their  strength. 

Charles  F.  Palmer,  who  was 
elected  President  of  the  National 
Student  Association  in  August,  said 
on  September  10  in  Washington, 
D.C. : “If  things  do  not  change  fast, 
if  there  is  no  clear  and  convincing 
response,  there  will  be  many  more 
so-called  radicals  because  there 
will  be  many  more  students  who  do 
not  believe  that  the  channels  can 
work.  Lowered  draft  calls,  token 
attacks  on  poverty,  tomes  on 
violence  that  carry  little  weight 
beyond  the  paperback  store  — these 
monuments  to  failure  are  what  we 
will  not  buy  any  longer.  This  is 
not  a threat;  it  is  a warning.  ...  If 
the  political  system  in  this  country 
wants  our  support,  then  those  who 
now  control  that  system  must  prove 
that  it  and  they  can  respond  con- 
structively to  the  American  crisis. 

If  the  system  cannot  respond,  if  the 
powerful  cannot  respond,  then  we 
will  do  it  our  way  ourselves.”I 2 

Palmer  troubles  me  because  he 
talks  like  a politician  on  the  way 
up,  not  as  a man  concerned  with 
the  very  real  problems  of  preserv- 
ing freedom  and  strengthening  the 
colleges  which  are  so  important  to 
our  nation.  He  wants  to  operate 
outside  the  normal  channels  created 
by  thoughtful  men,  which  give  all 
a fair  chance  to  influence  their 
own  destinies. 

I BELIEVE  WE  HAVE  SHOWN 

ON  THIS  CAMPUS  that  such 

channels  can  work  well.  More  than 
that,  statistics  developed  by  the 

American  Council  on  Education 
regarding  last  year  indicate  that, 

“Changes  which  tended  to  increase 
student  power  were  significantly 
more  likely  to  be  made 
independently  of  a protest  incident 


than  as  a direct  result  of  an  inci- 
dent.”3 Since  this  conclusion  was 
based  on  the  history  of  all  colleges 
in  the  nation  this  past  year,  what 
could  be  a better  refutation  of  Mr. 
Palmer’s  position  ? 

Disorder  has  little  power  to  cre- 
ate, yet  Mr.  Palmer  suggests 
leaving  the  proven  channels  that  are 
fair  to  all  to  “do  it  our  way.”  Are 
such  views  shallow,  naive,  or  po- 
litically motivated?  Whatever 
they  are,  I believe  they  do  not  serve 
justice  well  and  that  they  do  not 
serve  student  interest  effectively. 
They  do  cause  commotion  and  draw 
attention  to  their  spokesmen  but 
what  else  do  they  accomplish? 

You  have  all  been  watching  Har- 
vard, I am  sure,  in  the  past  ten  days 
of  its  troubles.  I am  concerned 
for  some  of  the  people  there. 

Dean  May  at  Harvard  in  an  address 
to  freshmen  this  fall  said  this : 

“If  we  can’t  govern  ourselves  and 
learn  how  to  make  change  in  our 
community  without  the  use  of  force, 
then  I don’t  see  how  more  diverse 
and  larger  communities  — like  our 
cities  in  this  country  — can  live 
without  the  use  of  coercive  force. 

If  we  can’t  do  it,  no  one  can.”4 
Dean  Chase  N.  Peterson  that  same 
day  mentioned  the  forces  aimed 
at  closing  down  Harvard  and  said, 
“Ask  yourselves  what  good  purpose 
would  be  served  by  destroying  one 
of  the  rare,  special,  and  critical 
institutions  of  our  society.  Are 
there  not  more  appropriate  first 
targets?  . . . dedication  without 
skill  is  only  a frustrated  sentimen- 
tality, and  skill  without  dedication 
is  educated  irresponsibility.”5 

How  does  one  excuse  students’ 
irresponsibility  ? Because  they  are 
young?  Students  would  be  slow 
to  buy  that  excuse.  What  other  is 
there  ? Yet  so  far  this  fall  at 
Harvard  there  has  been  one  build- 
ing invaded  and  several  people, 
including  women,  hurt  without 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  invading 
people  to  talk,  much  less  to  listen. 


And  Dean  Ford  was  threatened 
by  a group  of  fifty.  He  has  had 
one  serious  stroke  already.  I am 
concerned  for  his  survival  with  this 
sort  of  strain.  The  former  president 
of  Swarthmore,  Courtney  Smith, 
whose  college  did  the  research 
we  used  as  background  for  our  in 
loco  parentis  study,  and  the  result- 
ing rules  changes,  died  in  office  as  a 
result  of  student  protest.  Many 
others  are  on  the  verge  of  resign- 
ing, feeling  the  burden  is  too  heavy. 
Why?  Because  such  men  care  too 
much. 

DO  WE  NEED  A NEW  BREED 
OF  COLLEGE  PRESIDENTS, 
as  many  say?  Industry-hard 
business  executives  who  can 
run  colleges  with  iron  hands, 
backed  by  firm  codes  of  law,  pro- 
vided by  the  state  and  the  nation, 
without  freedom  for  faculties  or 
students.  It  is  a little  ironic  that 
the  person  who  spoke  for  students 
in  Washington,  the  president  of 
Harvard,  went  from  campus  unrest 
last  spring  to  defend  the  right  of 
colleges  and  their  people  to  govern 
themselves. 

Congress  listened  for  the  mo- 
ment, but  its  patience  is  growing 
thin.  Richard  E.  Peterson,  a re- 
search psychologist  for  the  Edu- 
cational Testing  Service  said  this : 
“If  very  many  colleges  erupt  with 
the  violence  of  Berkeley,  Columbia, 
or  Harvard,  no  number  of  blue 
ribbon  committees  will  be  able  to 
prevent  a backlash  that  potentially 
could  crush  the  university  as  a 
functioning,  intellectual  enter- 
prise.” Other  nations  have  placed 
their  colleges  in  bonds.  Among 
the  strongest  defenders  of  freedom 
who  oppose  this  are  the  college 
presidents  on  our  campuses  today. 
What  such  men  ask  I think  — 
and  I have  talked  with  many  of 
them  — is  simply  justice,  that  this 
due  process  business  be  a two- 
way  street  for  where  justice  is  ac- 
corded them  with  reasonable 
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courtesy,  they  continue  to  do  their 
jobs  unprotestingly.  As  one  such 
officer,  let  me  express  personal 
views  that  I think  many  of  them 
would  share. 

AS  ONE  PRESIDENT,  I CARE 
VERY  MUCH  about  colleges  in  the 
abstract  as  the  key  to  the  survival 
of  our  way  of  life  and  the  key  to 
man’s  chance  of  getting  more  re- 
ward from  his  time.  I care  very 
much  about  this  college,  for  it  is  a 
part  of  my  personal  hopes,  dreams, 
labor,  failures,  and  successes.  I 
don’t  want  to  see  it  abused  by  any 
force  or  person.  I care  very  much 
about  its  people,  for  they  are  what 
I am.  Their  collective  judgment 
is  what  powers  my  mind  and  is 
the  force  that  drives  me,  whether 
they  be  trustees,  faculty  members, 
officers,  you  many  students,  or 
those  who  preceded  and  will  follow 
you.  Together  only  can  we  see  what 
is  strongest  and  further  strengthen 
it,  what  is  weak  and  change  it. 

None  of  us  are  truly  free  of  this 
college  nor  will  ever  be  again,  for 
willy-nilly,  for  better  or  worse,  we 


have  cast  our  lots  with  it,  and  it  will 
take  further  shape  as  we  together 
form  it. 

I care  very  much  about  the  basic 
purpose  of  this  college  — its 
serious  interests  and  its  serious  in- 
tent to  provide  its  students  with 
a liberal  education.  Our  machinery 
often  changes  but  our  purpose 
remains  inviolable.  We  are  not  a 
lobby,  or  a business,  or  a secretarial 
school,  or  a state  university  . . . 
good  enterprises  though  these  may 
be.  We  are  a liberal  arts  college. 

We  provide  opportunity  for  good 
minds  to  supplement  one  another  in 
a never-ending  search  for  under- 
standing — understanding  of  who 
we  are  and  of  what  we  can  best  do 
to  contribute  to  our  times. 

I believe  firmly  that  colleges  can 
best  serve  if  their  people  are  con- 
cerned about  them  and  if  these 
people  express  their  concern  in  ways 
that  have  a reasonable  chance  of 
effecting  needed  change ; and  that 
order  works  better  than  disorder ; 
and  that  in  our  ordered  pattern 
here  we  should  have  ways  in  which 
any  student,  faculty  member,  or 


other  person  genuinely  involved  and 
concerned  can  have  access  to  chan- 
nels through  which  action  can 
come.  I also  believe  firmly  that  if 
outsiders  or  even  small  inside  mi- 
norities wish  to  manipulate,  disrupt, 
or  otherwise  interfere  with  our 
business,  you  students  should  be 
quick  to  make  it  plain  to  them  that 
we  are  doing  our  own  thinking, 
that  we  act  according  to  demo- 
cratic principles,  and  that  we 
neither  welcome  nor  appreciate 
their  actions. 

THIS  COLLEGE  IS  FOR  YOU. 

For  a brief  moment  in  its  history 
it  largely  is  you.  Guard  it  well 
and  make  it  a little  better  for 
your  having  passed  through.  The 
fifty-ninth  year  is  begun.  May 
it  bring  success  and  pleasure  to 
each  one  of  you.

Three  new  members  have  joined 
the  Pine  Manor  Board  of  Trustees. 

Mr.  Long  Ellis  was  elected  in 
June,  1969.  Born  in  Kansas  City, 
Missouri,  he  now  resides  in  Cali- 
fornia. His  office  is  located  in  Los 
Angeles  where  he  is  engaged  in 
investments  and  consulting.  Edu- 
cated at  St.  George’s  School, 
Lawrenceville  School,  and  Williams 
College,  he  received  the  M.B.A. 
Degree  from  Harvard  University 
Graduate  School  of  Business  Ad- 
ministration in  1949. 

From  1940-46  he  served  in  the 
United  States  Naval  Reserve  and 
was  awarded  the  Bronze  Star  and 
the  Purple  Heart.

PINE  MANOR’S  NEW 
COUNSELING  SERVICE 


President  Frederick  C.  Ferry, 

Jr.,  has  announced  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Marvin  S.  Joslow  as  Co- 
ordinator of  the  new  Pine  Manor 
Counseling  Service  which  was  de- 
signed to  meet  the  academic  and 
personal  needs  of  the  546  students 
of  the  College.  Mr.  Joslow  will 
work  closely  with  the  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents, Miss  Edith  T.  Rowe,  and 
the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  Mr.  John 
E.  Austin. 

The  Counseling  Service  under 
Mr.  Joslow’s  guidance  combines  all 
available  college  resources  in  a 
joint  effort  to  help  the  student  to 
help  herself.  Using  a team  ap- 
proach the  service  has  enlisted  the 
assistance  of  faculty  advisors, 
resident  counselors,  and,  in  each 
student  residence,  the  house  presi- 
dent and  one  other  student.  Each 
faculty  advisor  has  up  to  fifteen 
advisees  with  whom  he  establishes 
close  rapport.  The  counseling  teams 


support  the  professional  staff  of 
guidance  and  counseling  personnel 
which  includes  Mr.  Joslow, 

Mrs.  Natalie  P.  Jansen,  Counselor, 
and  Mrs.  Joan  B.  Pinck,  Aca- 
demic Counselor.  Psychological  and 
psychiatric  services  are  also  avail- 
able when  needed.  Dr.  Jurgen  H. 
Fischer  is  the  Pine  Manor  Medical 
Director  and  Dr.  William  D.  Temby 
is  Psychiatric  Consultant. 

Academic  and  study  guidance  has 
assumed  apriority  emphasis 
with  the  Counseling  Service.  A pro- 
gram for  the  entire  year  has  been 
planned  to  support  each  student’s 
efforts  in  making  course  selections 
and  personal  decisions  affecting 
her  educational  and  personal  ob- 
jectives. Consultation  and  guid- 
ance concerning  the  transfer  of 
Pine  Manor  graduates  to  four- 
year  colleges,  universities,  and 
specialized  schools  are  also  readily 
available  to  students.

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APPROACHING  MINIMAL  ART 

BY  ANTHONY  THOMPSON 


Minimal  art  is  a term  generally 
covering  recent  painting  and 
sculpture  characterized  by  a drastic 
reduction  in  the  number  of  concerns 
or  elements  involved.  It  is  non-rela- 
tional or  limited  to  a few  crucial 
relationships.  Usually,  the  actual 
physical  object  predominates  over 
its  i 1 1 usion  istic  possibilities.  It  pre- 
sents itself  rather  than  the  illusion 
of  something  it  is  not.  It  may  be 
described  as  more  honest  than  illu- 
sionistic  art.  (Though  honesty  seems 
to  be  currently  favored,  it  is  not 
necessarily  a virtue  in  the  arts.) 

The  approach  to  a painting  which 
presents  only  a single  immediately 
obvious  relationship  will,  of  neces- 
sity, differ  from  the  approach  to  a 
painting  in  which  new  and  subtle 
aspects  are  discovered  at  each 
viewing.  The  minimal  artist  has 
attempted  to  limit  his  presentation 
toa  few  crucial  qualities.  All  other 
distractions  removed,  the  viewer  is 
forced  to  go  beyond  discovery  to  a 
contemplation  of  what  has  been 
discovered. 

This  may  be  difficult  for  those  of 
us  used  to  looking  at  painting  in 
terms  of  discovering  or  of  an  un- 
folding richness  of  content,  but  with 
minimal  art  one  must  stop  looking 
for  new  aspects,  possibilities,  or 
combinations,  and  settle  down  to 
look  at  what  is  actually  presented. 
This  kind  of  long,  uncluttered  look- 
ing may  be  the  key  to  feeling  the 
meaning  of  simply  two  colors  next 
to  each  other,  the  curve  of  a line, 
or  two  planes  intersecting.  This 
kind  of  looking  asks  much  of  the 
viewer.  It  means  he  cannot  just 
decorate  the  object  into  something  it 
isn’t  in  order  to  make  it  more  palat- 
able, or  put  it  next  to  other  things  and 
learn  only  the  difference.  It  demands 
that  he  behold  the  object  as  itself,  in 


order  to  uncover  its  secret  signifi- 
cance, that  he  make  it  a loved 
object. 

Our  receptivity,  acceptance,  and 
appreciation  of  a new  work  in  the 
arts  is  often  blocked  by  the  work’s 
failure  to  satisfy  our  individual 
criteria  for  art.  These  criteria  should 
be  examined  and  validated  before  a 
work  is  rejected  for  its  failure  to 
meet  them.  Most  of  these  ideas 
about  what  art  should  be  are  unfor- 
tunately based  on  what  art  has  been 
rather  than  on  some  intrinsic 
aesthetic  quality. 

The  elimination,  or  at  least  a dis- 
regard for  precedent,  is  a necessity 
in  approaching  any  problem  cre- 
atively. It  is,  therefore,  illogical  to 
make  conformation  to  precedent  a 
positive  factor  in  judging  the  value 
of  creative  work.  Following  is  a list 
of  often  presumed  art  and  non-art 
qualities,  many  based  simply  on 
precedent.

The  list  continues  and  becomes 
more  subtle  but  viewed  objectively 
and  detached  from  specific  works, 
these  distinctions  seem  arbitrary. 
Carried  to  conclusion,  they  often 
seem  ridiculous.  When  approaching 
a new  and  strange  object  or  event, 
our  presumptions  about  the  proper- 
ties of  art  should  be  at  least  as  sus- 
pect as  the  new  work  with  which  we 
are  faced. 


Mr.  Thompson  has  been  a member 
of  the  Pine  Manor  faculty  since  1966.

PINE  MANOR  INFIRMARY 


A program  of  special  interest  to 
doctors  and  nurses  affiliated  with 
schools  and  colleges  marked  the 
opening  of  the  new  Pine  Manor 
Infirmary  on  October  1.

The  National  Health  Crisis 


Can  We  Guarantee  Good  Medical  Care  To  All  Americans? 

By  Leonard  W.  Cronkhite,  Jr.,  M.D. 


I am  going  to  take  the  liberty  of  looking  at  the  national 
health  crisis  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  entire  popula- 
tion and  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  government  which 
says  we  should  guarantee  good  medical  care  to  all  200,- 
000,000  Americans.  If  one  is  quite  candid  about  the 
nature  of  the  medical  crisis  in  this  country,  he  has  to  say 
honestly  that  the  system  of  providing  care  is  incapable  of 
taking  care  of  200,000,000  people.  Furthermore,  the 
nation  probably  cannot  afford  to  take  care  of  the  200,- 
000,000  citizens  in  a style  which  has  characterized  the 
delivery  system  thus  far. 

If  one  starts  from  these  two  premises,  then  he  must 
ask  some  questions  which  thus  far,  both  nationally  and 
locally,  have  not  been  asked  and  which  are  hard  and 
painful. 

Environment  of  the  Private  Practitioner 

Before  getting  to  these  questions,  however,  I would  like 
to  comment  about  the  environment  in  which  the  private 
practitioner  of  medicine  in  this  country  practices.  He 
has  been  given  four  fundamental  privileges  — to  be  what- 
ever kind  of  doctor  he  wishes,  to  practice  medicine  in 
whatever  geographical  part  of  the  country  he  wants,  to 
accept  or  reject  patients  according  to  his  own  personal 
criteria,  and  lastly  to  charge  for  his  services  what  he  be- 
lieves they  are  worth.  These  are  guarantees  which 
physicians  in  the  United  States  have;  guaranteed  by  their 
own  associations  and  by  statute  at  the  various  state  and 
federal  levels. 

The  corollaries  of  these  four  conditions  of  employment 
are  quite  clear.  If  the  physician-patient  encounter  takes 
place  in  an  area  where  the  rewards  are  low,  as  in  some 
rural  areas,  the  physician  responds  by  generating  many 
more  encounters  per  day.  If  the  physician-patient  encoun- 
ter is  quite  highly  rewarding,  as  in  some  suburbs,  then  he 
tends  to  generate  fewer  patient  encounters  per  day. 
Within  a broad  range  of  variability  there  is  some  rela- 
tionship between  the  quality  of  care  rendered  and  the

number  of  encounters  which  take  place  per  day.  Another 
apparent  result  of  this  peculiar  economic  environment, 
in  which  the  physician  finds  himself,  is  this : if  he  is  faced 
with  alternatives  in  terms  of  the  intrinsic  worth  of  the 
given  patient  to  him  — so  that  one  patient  in  fact  is  worth 
more  than  another  because  of  the  nature  of  their  financial 
support  — generally  speaking  he  will  choose  the  patient 
who  brings  him  the  most  rewards  financially. 

There  is  a similar  variable  which  was  recently  on  the 
front  pages  of  the  newspapers ; namely,  that  if  the 
physician  finds  the  performance  he  has  to  go  through  to 
get  his  money  varies  among  patients  — so  it  is  hard  to 
get  money  from  one  category  because  of  the  administra- 
tive claim  function  and  it’s  easy  from  another  category 
— he  tends  to  choose  those  from  whose  third-party  payers 
he  can  get  his  money  the  most  easily. 

On  my  last  day  as  chairman  of  the  Governor’s  Medical 
Assistance  Advisory  Counsel,  I was  besieged  by  an  under- 
standably rebellious  group  of  physicians  and  druggists 
who  indicated  that  if  they  followed  the  required  claim 
function  in  a proposed  new  format  they  would  be  forced

At  present  he  holds  the  rank  of  Major  General,  U.S.A.R., 
and  he,  is  Commanding  General,  9Uth  Army  Reserve  Com- 
mand, Boston,  Mass.,  and  Principal  U.S.A.R.  Member  of 
Army  Reserve  Forces  Policy  Committee.

to  discontinue  services  to  a large  number  of  Medicaid 
patients  because  of  the  additional  expense.  Thus  we  do 
have  some  administrative  and  economic  behavior  patterns 
which  the  physician  did  not  choose  as  an  individual. 
Physicians  may  have  chosen  them  collectively,  and  they 
are  now  taking  a great  deal  of  criticism  because  they 
behaved  in  precisely  the  same  fashion  as  anyone  else 
would  have  in  a similar  economic  environment.  I have  no 
preconception  that  members  of  the  medical  profession 
have  any  more  or  any  less  altruism  than  the  rest  of  soci- 
ety or  any  more  or  any  less  avarice  than  the  rest  of 
society. 

Behavior  Patterns  of  Hospitals 

Now  hospitals,  too,  have  behavior  patterns  which  are 
predictable.  In  the  first  place  we  have  total  autonomy. 

We  do  what  we  think  is  best  for  everybody,  in  complete 
isolation  from  everybody  else,  and  are  in  the  awkward 
position  today  of  having  people  building  beds  without 
the  foggiest  notion  of  whether  those  beds  are  needed  or 
not. 

There  are  some  truisms  which  have  to  do  with  hospital 
behavior,  one  of  them  being  that  any  hospital  which  is 
located  in  an  area  where  there  are  too  many  beds  would 
automatically  have  longer  patient  stays,  higher  patient 
costs,  and  lower  turnover.  And  any  hospital  located  in  an 
area  where  there  are  not  enough  beds  will  automatically 
have  shorter  patient  stays,  higher  turnover,  and  lower 
costs. 

We  also  find  that  hospitals  behave  in  different  ways  ac- 
cording to  how  they  perceive  their  social  mission.  One 
would  say  that  a hospital  with  an  absolutely  open-door 
policy  is  going  to  be  judged  as  being  too  costly,  ineffi- 
ciently managed,  and  will  automatically  lose  money.  Why? 
Because  it  takes  the  good  news  and  the  bad  news,  includ- 
ing the  catastrophic  case,  the  case  that  is  undiagnosed, 
the  unusual  case,  the  case  that  requires  the  most  ex- 
traordinary kinds  of  talent  and  machinery,  and  it  can’t 
win  financially  with  this  kind  of  policy.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  hospital  which  has  a limited  admissions  policy 
so  that  it  takes  only  certain  categories  of  patients  will 
automatically  look  quite  efficient. 


To  give  you  a dramatic  example,  let  us  consider  the 
commercially  financed  chains  of  hospitals  which  are  pro- 
prietory in  nature.  One  finds  that  the  proprietory  hospital 
has  the  most  extraordinary  admission  policy,  accepting 
the  easy,  high  reward,  low  risk,  fast  turnover  kinds  of 
diagnoses.  But  the  poor  county  hospital  next  door,  or  the 
municipal  hospital,  gets  saddled  with  everything  that  is 
bad  news,  and  it  loses  more  and  more  money,  which  is 
reflected  in  the  town’s  tax  bill.  I use  this  example  because 
it’s  an  easy  one,  but  there  are  also  non- profit  hospitals 
which  have  selective  admission  policies  which  basically 
do  the  same  thing  to  survive  financially.  These  behavior 
patterns  among  institutions  are  dictated  by  their  desire 
to  survive,  by  their  self-assessment  of  what  their  mission 
is  in  society,  by  their  total  autonomy,  and  by  the  lack  of 
any  regulation  over  their  behavior. 

Asking  the  Right  Questions 

What  the  government  on  the  state  and  federal  levels 
has  done  in  the  last  five  years  has  been  to  avoid  looking 
at  those  basic  premises,  and  has  merely  tinkered  with  the 
system.  This  usually  doesn’t  remedy  it ; all  it  does  is  cost 
more.  But  now,  for  the  first  time,  we  are  beginning  to 
look  below  the  first  layer  and  say : These  are  some  of  the 
fundamental  difficulties  we  face  in  delivering  care  to 
entire  populations,  and  if  we  can’t  change  the  basic  en- 
vironment in  some  way  in  order  to  modify  the  behavior 
of  the  people  in  the  system,  probably  we  can’t  take  care  of 
200,000,000  people. 

What  are  some  of  the  possible  remedies  ? In  approach- 
ing a model  that  might  work,  one  has  to  recognize  that  a 
single  model  probably  won’t.  It  is  quite  clear  that  the 
approach  cannot  be  the  same  for  both  urban  and  rural 
areas.  For  this  discussion,  let  me  choose  just  the  urban 
area,  with  which  I am  much  more  familiar,  and  which  is 
a much  more  massive  problem. 

One  might  ask  the  following  questions : First,  what 
does  a hospital  traditionally  do  well?  I think  most  of  us 
would  agree  that  American  hospitals  have  done  superbly 
well  in  the  acute  intervention  in  a medical  or  surgical 
crisis  in  the  in-bed  situation.  But  the  reverse  is  not  so 
happy  when  we  ask,  what  have  hospitals  done  badly? 
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As  a group,  they  have  done  atrociously  at  delivering  to  any 
section  of  the  population  what  I consider  to  be  primary 
care,  they  have  turned  their  back  on  preventive  medi- 
cine, have  done  virtually  nothing  on  health  education, 
and  do  a terrible  job  at  even  something  as  simple  as  first 
aid. 

For  our  third  question  let  us  ask : What  does  it  appear 
that  a hospital  is  disinclined  to  do?  It  would  appear  that 
those  four  things  which  I have  indicated  as  being  done 
badly  by  hospitals  are  the  things  they  seem  to  have  a 
disinclination  to  do,  because  those  four  kinds  of  functions 
have  not  found  their  way  into  the  value  system  of  an 
academic  community.  As  doctors  have  deserted  the  urban 
core  cities,  the  hospitals  have  taken  over  their  function 
by  default,  with  the  out-patient  and  emergency  ward  cen- 
sus going  up  every  year.  The  hospitals  haven’t  liked  it 
and  they  haven’t  done  a very  good  job  at  it. 

Now,  what  are  some  of  the  things  that  hospitals  can’t 
afford  to  do  alone?  One  simple  example  is  the  field  of 
radiation  treatment  of  cancer,  requiring  a facility  and  a 
piece  of  machinery  properly  manned,  costing  many  mil- 
lions. It  will  run  into  deficit  every  year  and  will  have  to 
be  replaced  in  about  six  years.  I know  of  no  single  hospi- 
tal in  any  metropolitan  area  that  can  afford  that  expense, 
and,  therefore,  it  is  quite  clear  that  some  coalition  of 
forces  is  in  order  in  order  to  do  good  radiation  therapy. 

A Possible  Remedy 

If  hospitals  don’t  want  to  render  primary  care  and  have 
traditionally  done  a bad  job  of  it,  why  not  take  that  obli- 
gation out  of  the  hospitals  ? Why  not  put  it  in  the  com- 
munity where  it  is  needed  ? And  so  we  might  conceive  of 
a model  where  a core  city  is  divided  up  into  segments 
of  around  25,000  people  each.  In  each  section  is  a primary 
care  center  run  by  an  independent  corporation  supported 
by  the  hospitals.  The  central  corporation  takes  over  the 
post-hospital  functions,  including  the  extended  care 
facilities,  the  nursing  homes,  the  rehabilitation  function, 
and  sometimes  even  the  custodial  function.  Each  hospital 
and  each  doctor  has  free  access  to  all  the  elements  of  the 
system,  and  can  move  his  patient  around  according  to  the 
patient’s  biological  and  physiological  needs. 


This  plan  would  work  if  the  choice  of  hospital,  extended 
care  facility,  ambulatory  units,  or  primary  care  center 
made  no  financial  difference  to  either  the  patient  or  the 
doctor.  Then  the  doctor  would  behave  only  according  to 
the  patient’s  physiological  needs. 

A second  qualification  for  this  plan  is  that  the  funding 
for  this  operation  would  have  to  be  stable,  and  cannot 
come  from  fifty  state  legislatures  or  one  national  con- 
gress. It  has  to  be  insurance,  it  has  to  be  pre-paid,  and  it 
has  to  be  put  away  in  a trust  fund.  The  people  operating 
this  system  have  to  be  sure  that  they  have  so  many 
dollars  each  year  to  take  care  of  a whole  population. 

This  is  at  least  one  possible  remedy  to  our  national 
problem.  Clearly,  another  kind  of  model  is  needed  for 
rural  areas.  In  the  suburbs  where  physicians  and  patients 
get  along  pretty  well,  where  the  ratio  of  doctor  to  patient 
is  reasonable,  and  where  there’s  money  in  the  system 
for  everybody,  there  is  no  particular  problem. 

A Basic  Question  for  Physicians 

There  is  one  last  point  we  must  consider ; namely, 
the  tendencies  we  have  as  physicians  to  resist  being 
questioned  about  the  outcome  of  our  work.  This  is  cer- 
tainly an  important  consideration.  If  we  are  thinking 
about  taking  care  of  an  entire  population,  has  what  I 
have  done  for  an  individual  or  what  I have  done  for  a 
population  in  the  medical  sphere  made  any  difference  to 
the  quality  of  life?  If  we  don’t  ask  that  question,  we 
won’t  begin  to  develop  a technology  to  get  an  answer  and 
we  will  never  know  how  to  deliver  medical  care  to  an 
entire  population. 

At  a Crossroads 

We  are  at  a crisis  in  medical  care,  at  a crossroads,  and 
I don’t  think  it  will  ever  be  the  same  again.  Changes  are 
going  to  take  place,  and  I think  they  will  happen  soon. 

The  critical  factor  to  achieve  the  change  may  be  economic 
disaster,  but  I am  an  optimist  and  I think  that  after  the 
disaster  people  will  begin  to  ask  on  a large  scale  some  of 
the  questions  I have  raised.  These  will  be,  it  is  my 
conviction,  the  right  questions.  Whether  my  answers 
to  them  are  the  right  answers,  only  time  will  tell. 
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FOCUS  ON  FRANCE 


Three  events  on  October  29, 1969, 
focused  the  attention  of  Pine  Manor 
faculty  and  students  upon  France. 

Dean  Georges  May  of  Yale  College 

Professor  Georges  May,  Dean  of 
Yale  College  and  Professor  of 
French  at  Yale  University,  lectured 
on  “La  Litterature  Frangaise  en 
1669”  at  5 P.M.  in  Le  Manoir 
Madeleine,  the  Pine  Manor  French 
House,  and  at  7 :30  P.M.  he  pre- 
sented a talk  in  English  on 
“Rousseau’s  Impact  on  French  Liter- 
ature” in  the  Pine  Manor  Music 
Room.  Both  lectures  were  open 
to  the  public. 

Dr.  Mary  Gegerias  of  Pine  Manor 

Before  the  evening  lecture  a 
reception  was  held  in  the  Moncrief 
Room  in  recognition  of  a signal 
honor  bestowed  upon  Dr.  Mary 
Gegerias,  Chairman  of  the  Pine 
Manor  Department  of  Modern 
Languages,  by  the  Government  of 
France.  Dr.  Gegerias  was  nomin- 
ated Chevalier  des  Palmes 
Academiques  as  a tribute  to  her 
contribution  to  French  culture  at 
Pine  Manor  Junior  College  and 
beyond  the  College.  The  award  was 
presented  to  Dr.  Gegerias  at  the 
reception  by  M.  Jacques  Massenet, 
Consul  General  of  France  in  Boston, 
who  spoke  appreciatively  of  Dr. 
Gegerias’  scholarship  and  dedica- 
tion to  French  culture  and  described 
her  as  one  who  taught  with  head 
and  heart. 

Dr.  Gegerias  was  graduated  cum 
laude  in  1947  from  Radcliffe  College. 
In  1949  she  received  the  Certificat 
de  l’lnstitut  de  Phonetique  of  the 
University  of  Paris.  A Fulbright 
Scholar  in  1955-56,  she  completed 
the  work  for  the  M.A.  Degree  from 
Middlebury  College  Graduate  School 
in  Paris.  In  1968  she  was  awarded 
the  Ph.D.  Degree  by  Columbia 
University. 

Dr.  Gegerias  has  been  a member 
of  the  Pine  Manor  faculty  since 
1949  and  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Modern  Languages  since 
1963.

Miss  Ruth  Woodman  Russell,  author 
of  Pine  Manor:  The  First  Fifty  Years, 
was  honored  at  a reception  given  by 
President  and  Mrs.  Ferry  at  the 
President’s  House  on  October  1,  the 
publication  date  for  the  book.  A first 
copy  was  presented  to  Dr.  Ferry  by  the 
author.  Expressions  of  appreciation 
and  congratulation  were  made  to  Miss 
Russell  by  President  Ferry;  by  Dr. 
Pauline  Tompkins  ’38,  President  of 
Cedar  Crest  College,  Pine  Manor  Trus- 
tee, and  close  friend  of  the  author ; and 
by  Mr.  William  J.  Colihan,  Jr.,  Pine 
Manor  Trustee,  who  encouraged  and 
supported  Miss  Russell  in  writing  the 
history. 

The  history  traces  the  growth  of  the 
College  from  its  founding  in  1911, 
through  its  chartering  as  a junior  col- 
lege in  1930,  to  the  Trustees’  decision 
in  1961  to  purchase  the  new  campus 
in  Chestnut  Hill.

“As  the  ship  approached  Ascension  Island 
in  the  South  Atlantic,  the  passengers  were 
treated  to  a spectacular  view  of  the  Apollo  9 
spaceship  by  night  which  Miss  Eggert  de- 
scribed as  leaving  a ‘long  V-shaped  trail  of 
luminescence  as  it  crossed  the  sky.’  It  was 
reported,  but  not  confirmed,  that  this  was 
the  point  where  the  spacecraft  was  sepa- 
rated from  its  third  stage. 

“Her  journey  brought  her  close  to  the 
Vietnam  war.  The  ten  passengers  had  the 
choice  of  either  flying  from  Hong  Kong  to 
Singapore  or  visiting  Saigon,  and  Miss  Eg- 
gert and  three  travel  companions  chose  to 
go  to  South  Vietnam.

During  this 
trip  the  passengers  gathered  in  the  purser’s 
office,  the  most  protected  part  of  the  ship, 
and  remained  there  until  they  reached  Nha 
Be,  about  nine  miles  from  Saigon.  The  ship 
anchored  in  the  middle  of  the  river  at  Nha 
Be  for  two  days  and  the  travelers  watched 
the  flights  of  helicopters  and  planes  and  the 
busy  ship  traffic.  Tracer  bullets  streamed 
through  the  skies  at  night,  according  to  Miss 
Eggert,  and  during  the  day  there  were  sounds 
of  blasts  and  mushrooms  of  smoke  in  the 
distance. 

“As  the  Polk  continued  on  to  Saigon,  the 
passengers  were  allowed  on  deck,  and  they 
observed  that  the  banks  of  the  curving  river 
were  lined  with  docks  at  which  cargo  ships 
were  unloading  supplies.  In  Saigon  Miss 
24  Eggert  found  many  changes.  Notably,  the 


traffic  has  increased  tremendously  and  there 
was  a profusion  of  motorcycles  and  bi- 
cycles, trucks  and  cars,  taxis  and  Jeeps,  with 
military  vehicles  and  soldiers  on  foot  patrol- 
ling the  streets.  In  many  sections  there  were 
sidewalk  stalls  and  stands  at  which  beauti- 
ful flowers  were  being  sold.

Many  independent  colleges  and  universities  are  able  to  draw  sizeable  income  from 
invested  capital  — an  endowment  — to  support  the  annual  costs  of  instruction 
and  operation.  Pine  Manor  is  not  in  such  a fortunate  position.  With  an  endow- 
ment of  only  just  over  $13,000,  it  has  virtually  no  such  income  each  year.  It  must 
rely  on  the  income  from  fixed  fees  (tuition,  room,  board,  etc.)  and  the  generosity 
of  alumnae,  parents,  and  friends  who  support  the  Annual  Fund  (which  helps  meet 
annual  operating  needs),  and  the  Development  Fund  (which  seeks  capital  sup- 
port for  new  buildings,  plant  improvement,  and  equipment  and  furnishings). 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  greatest  single  source  of  endowed  funds  is  deferred 
giving  — that  is,  gifts  made  to  an  institution  by  wills,  life  income  agreements, 
insurance  benefits,  charitable  remainder  trusts,  and  so  forth.  Your  college  — 
Pine  Manor  — very  much  needs  this  kind  of  support.  Increased  endowment 
means  increased  endowment  income,  which,  in  turn,  helps  keep  fees  down  in  our 
rapidly  inflating  economy  and  thus  supplies  the  needed  extra  dollars  for  faculty 
salaries,  scholarships,  and  many  other  annual  operating  costs. 

Pine  Manor  stands  high  among  the  good  colleges  of  America ; its  transfer  record 
is  ample  evidence  of  the  fact.  But  Pine  Manor  stands  pitifully  low  compared  to 
many  other  institutions,  when  endowments  are  compared,  as  the  following 
schedule  shows :
